Soviet hierarchy came to light when the Council of Nationalities, one 
of the two houses of the Sovict Parliament, ratified ‘the appointment 
of M. Maksim Zaharovich Saburov to those two posts. There was no 
inmmediate indication whether the 45-year-old Voznesenky remains a 
member of the all powerful Sovict Politburo. ; ° 

_ It was announced that Saburov took over as Vice-Premier and 
Chief of the State Planning Commission on March 5. The chairman
